That for nearly thirty-five years your me- 
morialist bas beea agitating on the subject of

since offered to bring it prominently befure 
the Canadian and the British public.

THE TiCHBORNE TRIAL. 


(DaTas 70 may 1.) 


The Tichborne trial was in full progress. 
On the second da » When Mr. Hawkins bad 
brought the narrative down to the embarka- 
tion of Roger Tichborne on board the Bella be 
ssid he would now pass to the life of a ver 
different individual—namely, that of Arthur 
Orton, the son of a respectable. Wapping 
butcher, which be charged the defendant to 
be, and he should be able, he said to prove 
it by irresistible evidence, Artber Orton 
was the youngest soa of a large family, and 
was baptized in 1834 at St. John’s Wapping. 
In early life be was afflicted with St. Vitus’s 
dance, and was sent a long sea voyage in 
order to endeavor to cure it. He lett the 
Thames in April, 1848 in a vessel calied the 
Ocean bound tor Vaparaiso. The captain of 
the vessel was named Brooks, und be bad bis 
wife on board with him. Mr, Brooks was 
since dead, and bis wife had married a man 
sawed Howell. She would be called aod 
say that to this best of her judgment the de- 
feudact was the youth who was on board the 
Ocean. In January, 1849, Arthur Orton de- 
serted the Ocean and went.to an inland place 
aained Melipilla; some distance from Valpa- 
raiso. Here he made the acquaintance of a 
storekeeper named Thomas Castro, by whom 
he was kindly treated. While there a lock 
was cut from bis hair, aud that would be 
produced io the course of this case, He re- 
mained in and about Melipilla tor two years, 
aod lelt ia February, 1851, under the name of 
Joseph Castro, He embarked on board the 
Jessie Miller, bound from Valparaiso to Lon- 
don, where he arrived on the 12th of June, 
1851. He went to Wapping and renewed bis 
acquaintance with bis old friends and rela- 
tions. He had so increased in size during 
bis abseace that he was at ence nicknamed 
* fatty’' “or bullocky Orton.’ Aman named 
Lever weighed bim and found be was over 
thirteen stone. This man would be called 
and say the defendact was the person be 
weighe!, aod Mary Ana Loder, the daughter 
of @ respectable ligbterman, would Bay the 
defendant was the mao whose addresses she 
rejected in Wappiog. Io December, 1852, 
Arthur Orthur again left Lonéon, in the 
Middleton, for Hobart Town. Three persons 
were on board that vessel—Juba Lewis, James 
Peebles, boatswain; and Owen David Lewis, 
ordinary seauwan. These persons would be 
called aod would positively identify the de- 
feodent as Arthur Orton, The vessel arrived 
at Hobart Town iu April, 1853, and there 
Orton set up as a butcher, und witnesses 
would be cailed who had dealings with him, 
and who would swear to the’ defendant. It 
would also be shown that the defendant was 
in the service of Mr, Johnson, of Newbourna, 
Park, Gipp’s Land in the ‘latter part of 1855, 
and subsequeatly in the service of Mr. Foster, 
of Boisdale. A man named Hopwood, who 
knew urtbur Orton when in the service of 
both these gentlemen, would be called and 
identify the defendant as the same persyn, 
One day, while walking in Wagga-Wagga, 
this same witness, Hopwood, sew bis ald 
friend, the defenda.t, in « buteber shop. He 
said, ‘‘Holioa, Arthur Orton, how are you?”’ 
Tbe defendant pat bis band to his mouth and 
said, ‘Hush, I'm now called DeCastro. Let 
us go and baveadrink.’’ The learned coun- 
sel then went on to describe various incidents 
ia the defendant's career in Australia, and 
to commeast on the circumstaaces under 
which he first set up bis claim to the Tich- 
borne property. On the third day, describ 
ing the claimant’s movements at Wapping 
Seon after his arrival in Eogland, the learn- 
ed counsel traced him toGravesend,comment- 
ing npon bis seclusion, and the course which 
he took ascertain the whereabouts of Miss Loe 
der and some members of her family, Amongst 
other incidents, allusion was made to his 
visiting Abe Swan at Alresford, disguised 


with Majur Carmichael Smith, one of the (#od in a false name, instead of going at once 


earliest writers on tuis Subject. He also 
bas hada voluminous correspondence with 
the Imperial and Proviucial Governments oa 
this and other subjects, und be feels no ordi- 
nary degree of pleasure that bis early pro- 
ductivns and suggestions are in Progress of 
consummation. 

Your memorialist cannot refrain from re 
marking that the greatest benefit to bomanity 
which this great work should accomplish bas 
beea during the preseat negotiation overlook- 
ed and ignored; be refers to the civilization 
and evangelization of the Indians, whose la- 
bour ia the construction and Management ot 
the railway bas been overlooked, 

There a-e two statements made agaiost the 
Red men that be wishes to contradict. The 
first is that they will not !aber, and the se- 
cond is that they are not reliable. If 
these remaiks have, to a certain extent, ref- 
erence to the Indians withio the territory of 
the United States, it is owing to the perfidy 
of the whites in his dealings with the natives 
of the forests, as all history will fully con- 
firm; but the history of the British Indians in 
America shows an entirely differeat record 
The bumane aad honest treatment of the na- 
trve tribes in British North America by the 
Hudsen Bay Company and the Christian mis- 
siovaries, both Romap Catholic aod Pro- 
testant, have made the Indians faithful allies 
of the Crown, and with the assistance of the 
parties just referred to, your memorialist 
feels confident that he could clear the track 
for the grand Pacific Railway, Nippissing, to 
the Pacific coast, by exc!usively Indian labor 
at a cost of 30 per cent, less than itcould be 
done by imported labor, aod be has intimated 
this to thePresident of the Company for con- 
sideration. 

Your memorialist’s plan is to cleer the line 
at least one acre wide and to a greater when 
the railway will be in Canger from large trees 
that the hurricane will bring dowa upon the 
road at any future time, and that the first 
year after such clearing the squaws, be pro- 
vided with garden seeds to sow the clearing 
for their own profit, and to be well paid for 
their labor in clearing the land The areat 
benefit that would be derived from such 
would be their immediately being taught to 
clear land for themselves. 

Your memorialist thioks that humanity is 
greatly indebted to General Grant for bis ex- 
ertions to-do justice to all the different tribes 
of Indians within the bounds of the United 
States, but he greatly fears that from the bar- 
barous treatment of thé Indiansia days gone 
by the disease is to chroniciand deep seated to 
be eradicated, aod he fears that the destruc- 
tion of the buffalo, and the extermination of 
the poor Indians will be the result of the 
perfidy of the white man. But may God 
grant it may be otherwise, 

Your memorialist prays that your bonora- 
ble body may pass such an Act as will pro- 
tect the baffalo and all other game from wan- 
toa destraction, aod thereby protect the iu- 
terests of the natives, and that for encourage- 
ment that can be included in the same act. 

Your memorialist is informed that in Bri- 
tish Columbia much of the labor is perform- 
ed by Indians; that in Oregon most of the 
female servants are natives. The carrying 
oat of the policy of protection will prevent 
Indian wars for all future time, that have 
cost the United States more than their canals, 
and from recent reports the end is not yet 
reached, even with ali the good intentious of 
the United States Goverament. 

Your memorialist begs that a Committee 
may be formed, and that he may be instruct- 
ed to lay all bis papers and correspondence 
before it. 

And your memorialist, as in duty bound 
will ever pray.

The 
defendant’s ignvrance of the contents of the 
sealed packet,the contradictions in his Cbhan- 
cery affidavits, the circumstances-‘under which 
be wus recoguized by Lady Tichborne, bis 
failure to identify many of Roger's relatives, 
the similarity of his b«adwriting with that 
of Arthur Ortoa, his relations with Chas. Or- 
ton, and many other incidents adverse to 
his cause were strongly remarked upon. 
Ja the fourth daily inst»lment of bis Opeving 
speech Mr. Hawkins passed ander review the 
Claimant’s proceediags in preparing his case. 
Great care was, bestowed on elucidating the 
motives of the correspondence opened iu 1867 
with Don Castro, of Melipilla, on exposing 
the inconsistency of dates therein mentioned 
with those of the real Roger Tichborne’s visit 
to Chili, and on examiuing the Claiman;’s 
various excuses for not continuing bis jour- 
ney to Melipilia. The twenty-five days’ 
crogs-examination which he underwent jast 
year atthe bands of the Attorney General 
snggested to Mr. Hawkins instances innumer- 
able of incredible lapses of memory on the 
Claimant's part. He had been hopelessly 
wrong as to where he spent his childhood in 
Paris, a8 to all his early friends and asso- 
ciates, in all bis recollections of Stonyhurst, 
and also.as to every incident in his military 
life. : 

In concluding next day his opening speech, 
Mr. Hawkins informed the jury that they 
would bave ample data supplied to them for 
testing the handwritiog of Sir Roger Tich- 
borne and of the Claimaat. Inthe latter be 
pointed out marked pecoliarities of spelling, 
which occur frequently. His peroration was 
the reverse of complimentary to the defeb. 
dant, and wound up by ebarging him with 
perjary ‘the most daring aad detestable.”’ 
Dr..Kenealy raised a number of technical 
objections to the form of the indictment and 
the venue of the trial, which were overruled. 
Abbe Salis took bis place in the witness box, 
wad deposed to his long acquaintance with 
Sir Roger and his parents while they were in 
Paris, in contradiction of the Claimant's 
evidence at Westminster be positively denied 
that the Louvre was visible from Sir James 
Tichborne’s house in the Rue St, Honore. 
fa their last interview, before the South 
American expedition, Roger had shown to the 
Abbe the tattoo marks on his forearm, His 
reverence, wheo questioned about the Claim- 
ant's identity, replied with emphasis, ‘‘Hesis 
not Roger Ubaries Tichborne. There is no 
resemblance to hime’ On the day before the 
departure of the mail, the Abbe Salis was 
cross-examined at length by Dr. Kenealy 
relative to Sir James Tichborne’s various 
resideaces in Paris, Roger's knowledge of 
Latin, his attendance at mass, his private 
correspoodence, and the tattoo mark. He 
acknowledged that the tattoo mark did not 
eccur to him as a test of identity when he re- 
fused to visit the Olximant in Paris. His 
account of Lady Tichborne’s iete malade 
caused some amusement in court; Dr. 
Kenealy obteined from him a more satisfac- 
tory opinion on tne Claimant’s filial senti- 
ment—‘‘May the blessed Virgin have mercy 
on your soul.” It was granted that such an 
invocation would be understood by a Roman 
Catholic. Pere Lefevre was examined by 
Serjeant Parry as to bis recollection of Roger 
Tichborne’s boyish babits and character. To 
the question if be thought the defendant was 
Roger, he answered even more vehemently 
than the Abbe, ‘Non, noo, nos.”’ Dr, 
Kenealy, in cross-examining, asked if the 
seduction of Miss Doughty had not been 
alluded to at Roger’s last confession before 
be suiled for South America. “It is an 
infamy,’’ replied the priest. At the close of 
this important passage in the trial both the 
Abbe and Pere Lefevre declared that having 
heard the Claimaot in the witness-box they 
could recognize in bis voice no resemblance 
to that of Roger Tichborne,
